But if it passes through a layer 
of limestone the carbonic acid gas 
which {t carries will canse it to dis- 
solve away this rock. nnd ag a result 
bicarbonate of Ilme will be present tn 
the water. Shonld it pass through a 
layer of sulpbate of Ime or gypsum, 
the water will contain a Jarge amount 
of this material. 

It is generally known that the bt 
carbonates of lime nnd magnesia when 
preseot Jn the water form a compara- 
tively soft scale; the chlorides and 
nitrates are apt to cause corrosion,

Frontal headache fs often caused 
by pharyngitis, by infummation 
of the mucous membrane or the 
inner bones of the nose or of the 
frontal sinuses, by anaemia or 
by eye strain.

politics, the Issues at-the elections 
being purely local to the student 
body, such as “Who is to pay for the 
damage on Hallowe'en?” Every 
spring the rivalry between “Old 
Lits.” and “Unionists” reached an in- 
) tensity incomprehensible to the out- 

sider, 

Eight yeavs ago the first great 
change camo in the Lit. It was made 
more like a house of parliament. 
The old Lits. and the Unionists 
sat facing each other across the floor 
of the house, as government and op- 
position, A table separatud the two 
parties. The president, as speaker, 
sat on high, tn a carved chair, 

fn the term of 1911-12, after the 
excitement of the “reciprocity elec- 
tion,” many of the students were fired 
with the desire to make the Lit, a 
real force {n national politics.

Now Yorkers Accused of Wholesale

Al- 
ready we have held up to the admira- 
tion of thé world a Pomeranian puppy 
which, at the age of three months, 
can be comfortably bestowed in a 
tumbler, over the edge of which his 
picture shows him looking, with ashy 
eyes and apprehensively, at the dis- 
proportionate scheme of things, Pres- 
ently, maybe, we shall have a child- 
hood’s dream realized and really sce 
the lttle dog of the fairy story who 
was hidden by art magic in a wainut 
and, when the shell was cracked, 
leaned forth barking and wagging hie 
tall to the delight of all the noble 
company. : 

For years past, owing to the multi- 
tudinous presence of small dogs, 
walking in the public parka has been 
a feat comparable to a sword dance 
—more difficult indeed, for in a 
sword dance the swords are at least 
stationary, while little dogs are not. 

This question of the small dog is 
of wider and more permanent import 
than might at first sight be gathered. 
It will be noted that the Owners of 
the prize winners at toy dog. shows 
are overwhelmingly women. Toy dogs 
are not, to speak generally, favored 
of men. 3 

Men are apt to resent the exist- 
ence of these pampered pets, on 
whom are too often lavished terms 
of endearment which they think 
should properly be reserved for them- 
selves, For women they are often the 
excuse for the lavish display of a 
maternal. instinct otherwise starved, 
the toy dog becoming for the grown 
woman what the doll is-for the little 
girl. 

It may be doubted, indeed, whether 
in any age, since dogs small enough 
to alt in laps were evolved, this ten- 
dency of women to make nurslings of 
them did not show itself, It may be 
doabdtful also whether at any time 
men looked upon these nurslings 
with a favorable eye. There is evi- 
dence, too, that very early women 
themselves were occasionaly asham- 
ed of this particular weakness of 
their sex; for indeed to spoil a dog 
through excess of sentiment is only 
less cruel than to spoil a child. 

Thus {t is recorded of the Lady 
Eva, wife of Willlam Crispan L., who 
became a nun in the great Abbey of 
Bec, that after her death she appear- 
ed in a dream to her brother, Ro- 
dulphus, and told him that she had 
been assigned 60 years of penance in 
purgatory ‘‘because I foved little doge 
and other things of the sort, which 
men think-nothing of, and beyond 
measure delighted to them; -where- 
fore I received such a penance,” 

This is a tale which, coming from 
so authoritative a source, plous ladies 
of the present age might well take 
‘to heart. Let them beware how, 
flouting the criticism of their male ac- 
quaintance, they set their affections 
on toy spaniels, pygmy “‘pomps, 
griffons, Japanese and Pekingese.

C. N. R. Will Have To Take Care of 
Its Temporary Loans. 

OTTAWA, July 17. — In a state- 
ment issued by the Minister of Fin- 
ance yesterday, the Canadian North- 
ern trust deed executed Wednesday 
is briefly explained. By the mortgage 
the company is empowered fo float 
bonds, guaranteed by the Government 
to the extent of forty-five million dol- 
tars. In return for this the Govern- 
ment receives thirty-three millions of 
the common stock of the company, 
which is deposited in the treasury in 
trust for the people, and which, add- 
ed to the seven millions given last 
year, makes forty millions of com- 
mon stock. 

The statement declares that Mac- 
k io & Mann shall be responsible 
for the temporary loans of the com- 
pany, amoufsting to some twenty 
millions. It is also provided that 
the company shall not increase its 
capital stock without the consent of 
the governor-in-council. In addition 
the time and price at which the 
bonds shall be offered are ‘to be ap- 
proved by the Minister of Finance.

‘Syphold and Tuberculosis. 

Statistics seem to show that In 
any given number of consump- 
tives the number of those who 
have had typhold fever Is much 
greater than it Is among the same 
number of healthy people. The 
Inference Is plain that tuberculo- 
sis is often an after effect of the 
fever.

latent tuberculosis to spread, and 
nothing is more potent fn doing 
this than [nfections Hke measles, 
whooping cough and typhoid fe- 
ver.”

Sections neighboring 
Brantford, Bolton, Galt, Guelpb,<In- 
gersoll, Aurora, Woodstock and Ber- 
Mn are fighting the worm. Now it has 
started on its destructive march ip 
Etobicoke Township, ‘Though there 
has been suggestion of a province- 
wide campaign against the army 
worm by the Ontarlo Department of 
Agriculture, nothing so compreben- 
sive bas been done. Each district 


‘seems to be fighting its own fight. 


The Ontario ‘Agricultural College. at 
Guelph and the Department's district 
representatives are leading the farm- 
ers in the fight, 

Some township and county coun- 
cils have voted’ suma of money to 
give the army worm battle. Reports 
indicate that the farmers, in whose 
fields the army worm are working, 
are vigorously battling with. it, but 
nothing is said of efforts to’ offset 
the worm befor, {t Diaces the crop 
in serious danger. 

Reports last night from the affect- 
ed districts shoy the outbreak very 
little; if. at all, lessened.

The army worm is a stout, smooth- 
bodied caterpillar, blackish or brown- 
ish in. color,with two yellowish 
stripes, tinged: with red, along each 
side.

It is belleved that if the German 
Emperor desires it, peace will be 
maintained. The German view is that 
it behooves Great Britain and France 
to bring pressure to bear upon Rus- 
sla to let the two principals settle 
their differences’ without outside in- 
terference. 

In thetmeantime, every nation in 
Europe is taking active-steps to be 
prepared for any eventualities. 

Sir Edward Grey, a ¢entral figure 
in the controversy, owing to his 
strong efforts to keep the powers of 
the triple alliance and triple entente 
from flying at eack others throats, 
was not able to give any assuring 
news when he spoke about the crisis 
to the members of the House of 
Commons, The British Foreign Sec- 
retary sald: 

“I regret that I cannot say the sit- 
uation fs less grave than it was yea- 
terday. The outstanding facts are 
much the same. Austria-Hungary 
has begun her war against Servia, 
and Russia has ordered « partial 
mobilization of her troops. 

“This bas not hitherto led to cor- 
responding steps betwegn the further 
powers, so far as our information 
goes. We shall continue to pursue 
our one great object of preserving tue 
European peace, and for this perpous 
we are keeping in close touch wi 
the other powers. In thus keeping, 
in touch we have, I am glad to say, 
had no difficulties so far with the 
other powers, although it bas not 
been possible for those powers to join 
in diplomatic action, as was propos- 
ed on Monday Ilast.””
